day,

Tests of Geniuses 
He has a very interesting set of 
tables to .show that the geniuses 
of history have had their intelli­ 
gence quotients measured (by stu­ 
dies of their work and biographies!. 
For instance, John. Adams and Lin­ 
coln had an DQ of 140r 145, while 
Goethe, John Stuart Mill and New­ 
ton had IQ's of 190-200 
I don’t know exactly what IQ 
tests were used to make these de­ 
terminations. 
Tho old Binet-Sim­ 
on test had for adults such prob­ 
lems as the rearrangem ent of a 
triangle and the ability of the sub­ 
ject, to solve the questions of the 
president. 
For the later, one does 
net have to go to Goethe or John 
Stuart Mill. There is a fellow who 
sits on the mineral oil barrel In 
Albert Doerschuk's drug store who 
solves 
the 
president’s 
problems 
faster than you can state them. 
In college freshman tests, one 
question is: “If James had four 


times as much money as George 
he would have $16. 
How much 
money has George ” Are we to 
understand that Goethe could solve 
that, one and one-half times bet­ 
ter and faster than Lincoln, and 
that is the way we are to select 
our geniuses for the brave, new 
world? 
The Human Element 
One does not like, naturally, even 
by the faintest skepticism to dim 
the colors of the rainbow of the 
i new dawn, but I had considerable 
experience with IQ twits in the

The men they assigned me as sup­ 
er-intelligent and particularly fit­

Sum m er is the

abundant supply of hot w ater for 
bathing as well as other household 
needs is most appreciated An im ­ 
portant factor in providing the re­ 
quired am ount of hot water at all 
times is the hot water storage tank, 
says J. R S tratton, plumbing and 
heating engineer at 270 8.

Much dissatisfaction may be had 
with an otherw ise good hot water 
henter if the storage tank is not 
of the correct size or capacity to 
m eet the needs of the household. 
There is no simple rule of thum b 
for 
determ ining 
the 
right 
size 
storage tank such as a 30-ga!lon 
tank for a family of three and a 
50-gallon tank for a family of five. 
Besides the size of the family, 
m any other factors m ust be taken 
into consideration such as the to­ 
tal num ber of hot w ater faucets in 
the house and the water require­ 
m ents for the laundry. 
The storage tank not only stores 
the heated w ater but it a so stra ti­ 
fies the incoming cold w ater and 
perm its hot w ater to flow through 
to the bathroom , 
laundry 
or the 
kitchen aa required. 
Here Are Some Facts 
T he tank should always be of 
sulficient size to pennit an ade­ 
quate accum ulation of hot water. 
Sufficient 
storage 
elim inates tile 
need for rapid 
heating, 
perm its 
lower hot water tem peratures and 
generally gives better satisfaction. 
High 
tem perature 
is a primary 
cause for boiler failure and corro­ 
sion. 
Hot w ater storage tanks should 
be operated at w ater tem peratures 
not in excess of 160 degrees, which

rapidly Increase oxygen corrosion 
the cause of early rusting. A tem ­ 
perature in excess of 212 degrees 
is dangerous. Under such tem per­

against excessive pressure and tem ­ 
perature is of vital importance. On 
tank instal ations heated by direct- 
fired heaters without therm ostatic 
control a fully autom atic pressure 
and tem perature relief valve should 
be insta led. T anks heated by in- 
dire* t 
heaters 
attached 
to 
the 
home heating system should always 
be protected by a pressure relief 
valve and a circulation controller 
with by-pass shou d be installed to 
regulate the water tem perature. A 
vacuum valve is recommended in 
the cold w ater line to protect the 
tank should a high 
vacuum 
be 
created either inside or outside of 
the building. 
All safety valves 
should 
occa­ 
sionally be 
inspected 
to be sure 
th at they have not corroded, are 
not sticking, and are in good oper­ 
ating condition. 
Whpre w ater conditions are cor­ 
rosive or where there are strong 
w ater surges, an extra heavy tank 
or a double
